The "tost rivers" of the far west as 
a rule head in mountainous areas and 
rash downward into bowl-like valleys, 
where they incontinently vanish. Some 
of them reappear miles from the van- 
ishing point, while others are lost for- 
ever. 

The 0oors of the valleys into which 
they flow generally are comparatively 
level and are built up of loose Bands 
and gravels washed down from the 
rooky and foreBt-clad slopes, which 
absorb the water and through which It 
percolates slowly beneath the surface. 

When the slow-moving underground 
.current encounters an obstruction, as 
It often does, in the shape of a natural 
dike or the rocky rim of the lower end 
of the valley, the water is forced to) 
the surface and the stream Is bora 

fain. 

Thus the Santa Ana river In Cali- 
fornia sinks in the wash above Red- 
lands, rises to the surface above 
Uer Hill dike, sinks below it, rises 
from Riverside to Bedrock canyon, be- 
Kl llincon, sinks in the wash above 
Santa Ana and finally partly rises 
again In the large peat land springs 
above Talbert. 

The San Gabriel and the Los An- 
geles rivers exhibit the same charac- 
teristics, but disappear and reappear 
" ms often in their much shorter course 
to the sea. 

At some points these sunken rivers 
flow for long distances under a wide 
sHratnm of impervious material where 
the water ic under considerable prea- 
■sre. Wtmn wells are driven through 
ffhto stratum an artesian flow results. 

Aftether peculiar stream Is the Dee- 
•tastes, which drains a large area In 
central Oregon. It 1b known to hydrog- 
rsgdum aD over the world for the «- 
t— 'ii Itusiy regularity Of its flow 
tfkMMghout the year. This is accouat- 
eti for by the porous lava formation 
«feeeh constitutes a portion of the 
drainage area. When the streams en- 
ooenter this sheet of lava they are 
taken up by the sponge-like material 
and disappear from Bight, passing be- 
neath and through the lava and finally 
emerging through dark caverns and 
deep canyons Into the main stream. 

This wonderful lava bed is nature's 
regulator. It swallows up the floods 
that come down the steep slopes. It 
absorbs the rains and snows and then 
releases them slowly throagh a filter 
miles In length Into the Deschutes. 

Day after day, year after year, its 
flow is uniform and its waters spark- 
ling aud clear. For this reason, prob- 
ably, it is the finest trout stream in 



Mew Mexico also has a truant stream 
— the Rio Mimbres. It drains many 
■riles of mountain country in the 
southern part of the territory, and for 
a time Is a stream of importance. 
Thee, ae if tired of existence, it flows 
oat upon the plains near Deming and 
is lost forever, swallowed up in the 
loose sand and gravel. 

The Pecos, too, is a truant at times 
and seeks seclusion beneath the sur- 
face, coming up miles below In arte- 
■ta* springs of great volume.
